The prior art does not anticipated nor render obvious Applicant's claimed subject 
matter. Applicant presented persuasive arguments filed on 3/18/2009 regarding the 
structural differences in independent claim 21 (See Pages 7 and 9), particularly, the 
structural relationship between the cavity and inertia mass and the criticality of having 
this arrangement. After Examiner consulted with Primary Examiner Noah Kamen on 
4/28/2009 and upon a further search, the claimed subject matter is believed to be in a 
condition for allowance.
